Heving had a long discussion today with the general manager and 
secretary of the Buffalo International League Base Ball Club at Offermann 
Stedium thie afternoon, during which the following policy wae definitely 
arrived at, insofar as staging games between colored teams at Offermam 
Stadium for the balance of this season is concerned, Viz: there will be no 
genes between colored teams permitted to be played on off days of the Buf- 

alo international League Club during any of their home stays, I thought it 
advisable to write you at length, and let you know just whet the possibili- 
ties are for securing the use of Offermann Stadium for any possible proposed 
games to be promoted by me here et Offermenn Stadium, in which your club or 
clube are to take part. 


In view of the fact thet each of the three games staged between colored 
teams at Offermann Stedium so far thie season was a better success then the 
preceding gemes, an unuavelly large number of managers, promoters, "would-be" 
promoters, etC., have cropped up, and asked for dates there. With the fair 
pley for all policy in good stead and effect in the offices of the Buffalo 
Base Bell Club this season, each of the three promoters that staged games 
at Offermenn Stadium so far this season have been allotted additional dates, 
or given options during certain weeks to close for certain dates definitely 
within the next week, this arrangelient thereby creating the following si- 
tuation at Offermann Stadium: The Kanses City Monarchs and Birmingham Berones 
will play their game at Offermann Stadium on Thursday night of the coming 
week, June 25th,1942, which date has been allotted to Mr. Saperstein for that 
game some time ego; then Buffalo will be et home from Sun. June 26th to and 
including Pridey, July 17th,1942; two games between colored teame have been 
booked between July 18th and 25th,1942, and no other games will be allowed 
to come into Offermem Stadium during that week; then Buffalo will be at 
home egasin from Sun. July 26th to and including Wed, Aug. 12th,1942; another 
colored game hes been booked at Offermann Stedium for Friday, Aug. 14th,1942; 
THEN I HAVE BEEN GIVEN THE PRIVILEGE OF STAGING TWO GAMES BETWEEN COLORED 
TEAMS during the proposed period of from Mon. Aug. 17th to and including 
Sat. Aug, 22nd,1942, but I must inform the club within the next couple of 
days just which two dates of that week I will definitely want, with the un- 
derstanding, of course, that no other gemes between colored teams will be 
@llowed at Offermam Stedium during thet week. .

Owing to the fact that I myst definitely determine within the next few 
days just which dates of the week of Aug, 17 to 22, 1942, I will want to use 
et Offetmann Stedium for games between colored teams, I would like to receive 
an immediste reply from you, in which please let me know just which two dates 
of thet week would be most suitable to you, and what clubs would be opposed 
to each other here if I am going to do business with you for dates during 
that week. 


T also want you to know that I would expect the seme clube that will 
play here at Offermann Stedium for me during thet week, to play games at Hyde 
Park Stedium in Niagare Falls, N.Y., and possibly also at the Pony League Parke 
in Lockport. N.Y., and Jamestown, N.Y. In other words, the clube thet you will 
send into thie territory et that time can be booked for five or six nights of 
that week in thie vicinity. These perks ere all fully enclosed league parks, 
end have perfect lishting ecuipment for night gemes, 


So far this seeson, the following games have been steged at Offermann 
Ste dimm in Ruffalo between colored teams in the following order: 1. Homestead 
Grays vs. New York Cubans; 2. Cincinnati Buckeyes ve, Jacksonville Red Capag 
end 3.

Buffalo eppearances,
